ring together 2,500 environmen- 

talists and what do they talk 
about? Aliens. What do they distrib- 
ute? Photos of John Bobbitt’s sev- 
ered penis. As the 11-day congress of 
the World Conservation Union near- 
ed completion this week in Mont- 
real, more than anything else, extinc- 
tion was on people’s minds. 

The aliens, or invasive species, 
are an enormous problem — they 
often squeeze indigenous species 
out of existence. The penis was 
featured in a photocopy of an 
advertisement sponsored by the 
International Fund for Animal 
Welfare (IFAW). It explained that 
10,000 seals are slaughtered annu- 
ally by Canadian fishermen, with 
the mammals’ penises being sold 
to the Chinese who believe them 
to be an aphrodisiac. The ad was 
being circulated along with a note 
urging delegates not to allow the 
IFAW to join the union. 

The union, headquartered in 
Switzerland, was founded in 1948. 
Its 900 or so members include non- 
governmental organizations, gov- 
ernment agencies and representa- 
tives from 133 countries. 

The union is best known for list- 
ing species in danger of extinction. 
It recently released the Red List, a 
grim report describing almost one 
quarter of the 1,000 or so known 
mammals as threatened with 
extinction and a similar plight for 
11 per cent of the world’s bird 
species. Extinction means blotted 
out of existence; annihilated. 

Faced with such horror, I ex- 
pected to hear anger and passion. 
Yet the alarm bells rarely rang in 
the cavernous meeting rooms. At 
the 57 workshops, suited scientists 
and polite government delegates 
groped towards solutions. They 
discussed biodiversity and talked 
about the need to empower local 
communities to manage resources 
in a sustainable way. Delegates 
pondered the fact that government 
budgets are shrinking and recog- 
nized the vastly growing power of 
transnational corporations. 





missing eyes. There was a one- 
eyed frog with the second eye 
growing inside its throat. 

Such deformed frogs are being 
found throughout the state, as well 
as in the St. Lawrence River valley. 
Near some lakes virtually all the 
frogs were deformed.

Back at the convention centre, 
displays of small chunks of moss 
and grass and a few spindly trees 
were a dim echo of the glorious 
maple trees flaming outside. The 
animal kingdom was represented 
by caribou, roasted leg of deer 
(with cranberries), hunks of beef, 
buffalo, rabbit, partridge and 
pheasant, all served at an ostenta- 
tious Friday evening banquet. 
Hungry vegetarians were left to 
survive on bread and coleslaw. 

Once in a while a nugget of truth 
broke through the drone of the 
thoughtful presentations: $450 bil- 
lion is spent annually on advertis- 
ing, equivalent to the GNP of The 
Netherlands or Australia. Clearly, 
overconsumption leads to environ- 
mental destruction and is a root 
cause of extinction. 

Yet, these huge challenges 
somehow eluded the congress. 
And the promises of the 1992 
Earth Summit in Rio de Janeiro 
have been hijacked by a corporate 
agenda intent on gutting govern- 
ment and cutting regulation. Rio 
promised increased aid, the trans- 
fer of environmentally sound tech- 
nologies and increased trade and 
access to markets. Only the latter 
has come to pass. 

The union seems intent on 
working for incremental gains and, 
since government is on the 
decline, embracing the corporate 
sector. Yet there is a monster on 
the loose and it’s after more than 
penises.

hat hurts! Sex can be a real 

pain sometimes. In fact, in one 
couple's case, sex was such a pain 
it finally caused the break-up of 
their 10-year relationship. Some 
studies say up to 50 per cent of 
women experience painful inter- 
course — doctors call it dyspareu- 
ma — at some point in their lives. I 
guess it’s not surprising, really, 
when you consider all that goes on 
up there. But for 10 to 15 per cent 
of women, this pain is chronic. It 
hurts every time. 

This wouldn't be so bad, I sup- 
pose. Hey, force him to get cre- 
ative! The problem is, according to 
Sophie Bergeron, a graduate stu- 
dent in clinical psychology at 
McGill University in Montreal, once 
you make the intercourse equals 
pain connection, it’s usually not 
long before your whole interest in 
sex takes a nose dive. You only had 
to get burned once to learn not to 
touch the hot stove. 

Along with advisor Dr. Yitzchak 
Binik and gynecologists Dr. Kelly 
Pagidas and Dr. Samir Khalife of 
Montreal's Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Bergeron is studying a type of dys- 
pareunia called vulvar vestibulitis 
syndrome (VVS — where do they 
get these names?). Apparently, 
some women’s vulvic areas (the 
pearly gates, if you will) get super 
sensitive, and trying to stick any- 
thing up there can cause extreme 
pain. 

Even though VVS (pain deep in 
the vagina during intercourse is 
another type of dyspareunia) was 
first documented over a century 
ago, doctors are still pretty clueless 
about it. A regular gynecological 
exam won't necessarily detect it 
(though if it’s really red at the 
entrance and she hits the roof when 
a cotton swab touches it, that might 
be the first clue). And you know 
how doctors can be. If they can’t 
see anything unusual and all tests 
are negative, there’s only one expla- 
nation for your seemingly inexplic- 
able complaints about painful inter- 
course: It’s all in your head.

inside your vagina. Bergeron Says 
women tend to opt for surgery 
because they see it as a quick fix. 
But the problem with surgery is 
that while it may take away the 
pain, the women might still be 
stuck with their desire and arousal 
problems. 

With this study, she compares 
the success of surgery to less inva- 
sive treatments like behavioral and 
sex therapy, relaxation, and bio- 
feedback. These demand more time 
and personal investment, Bergeron 
admits, but she thinks the results 
may be worth it. 

Biofeedback works with a small 
sensor inserted into the vagina like 
a tampon. The sensor's cord is 
plugged into a computer that dis- 
plays the level of tension in the 
vaginal muscles. We find the mus- 
cles to be more spastic and tense 
for these women, Bergeron ex- 
plains. Once this tension is moni- 
tored we can work on a series of 
contractions and relaxation tech- 
niques to take away the pain. 

Pain management is a third treat- 
ment option offered in groups of 
five or six women (which is also 
helpful since most feel like they're 
the only ones with the problem). 
The group learns a combination of 
relaxation and pain-management 
techniques combined with sex ther- 
apy to try and renew desire. 

“We try to deal with the anxiety 
and frustration these women feel 
along with the problems they may 
be experiencing with their partner,” 
she says. “We help them be more 
assertive with their partner, 
increase their comfort with their 
genitals, and their knowledge about 


Sounds like something most 
women gotta work through. True 
enough, Bergeron admits. In fact, 
studies have shown that women 
with VVS have no more psychologi- 
cal problems than women who 
don’t experience pain. But toss the 
pain factor into the regular mix, 
and before you know it a simple 
caress from your partner can make

Hockey hazing rituals underscore game 











Junior hockey may seem a violent sport at ice level but, 
according to the fifth estate, it’s worse in the locker room.

t sounds like Somalia, but in fact 

the brutal hazing rituals coming 
to light this Tuesday night on pub- 
lic television involve junior hockey 
players across Canada. CBC Tele- 
vision’s the fifth estate is airing an 
investigative report Oct. 29 that 
reveals Canada’s most revered 
game often comes with a terrible 
price for its young players. 

Many of the kids — some as 
young as 15 — who join junior lea- 
gue hockey teams are forced to 
undergo ritual humiliation, accord- 
ing to the fifth estate. The bonding 
rituals for hockey players include 
large quantities of alcohol, nudity, 
and revolting ‘games.’ 


Reporter Linden McIntyre also 
details a number of sexual assault 
charges across Canada involving 
young hockey players. 

The fifth estate interviewed 
close to 50 people and spent the 
better part of one year working on 
the documentary entitled Thin Ice, 
said CBC producer Leslie Fruman 
in a phone interview early this 
week. She said the program began 
to look into the story after repeat- 
edly hearing about sexual assault 
charges. 

What researchers found shocked 
even the hardened news staff of the 
fifth estate. Among the stories they 
report: 

Gang rapes of young women at 
hockey parties across Canada.

Chatham, Ont. woman at a player 
party. 

Hockey players having marsh- 
mallows inserted “where the sun 
don’t shine,” in the words of one 
young player. 

Young men fereed to drink a 
punch laced with alcohol, saliva 
and urine. 

Fruman said she wouldn't have 
believed any of the stories until she 
started working on the report. “I 
think a lot of young men who play 
hockey, this is not shocking to 
them, but I think parents and 
women will find it shocking.” 

Ed Chynowetch, president of the 
Western Hockey League’s Edmon- 
ton Ice hockey club, refused to talk 
to the fifth estate when they con- 
tacted him during the filming of the 
report. 

“This won't be the first witch 
hunt the fifth estate has been on,” 
said Chynowetch. “They’ve had a 
go at junior hockey before. They 
never want to talk about anything 
good.” 

Chynowetch said the Edmonton 
Ice does not allow hazing, but are 
allowed to have initiation rites. 
“Everybody does. If they want to 
have some fun, let’s make sure it’s 
controlled fun and not degrading to 
any individual. There’s nothing the 
matter with trying to bond, but let’s 
not be crazy about it.” 

Since the fifth estate filmed its 
report, several other incidents have 
come to light, including one in 
British Columbia’s 100 Mile House, 
where an entire team has been sus- 
pended because of hazing rituals. 





Film and history, Guy style

askatchewan’s Guy Vander- 

haeghe isn’t sure what exactly 
brought him to writing, only that it’s 
something he always wanted to do. 
Even his thesis as a graduate student 
in history at the University of Sask- 
atchewan was about Canada’s liter- 
ary Gov. Gen. John Buchan, recalled 
Vanderhaeghe, in Calgary last week 
on a book promotion tour. 

When Grain Magazine accept- 
ed his first short story, 
Vanderhaeghe realized this also 
was something he could do. To be 
sure, it was something he could do 
well: his first short story collec- 
tion, Man Descending, went on to 
win the Governor General's 
Award. 

Writing and history have remain- 
ed his abidirig interests, and they 
have come together in his new 
book The Englishman’s Boy 
shortlisted for the prestigious 
Giller Prize this year. The novel 
tells the story of the Cypress Hills 
massacre in Saskatchewan in 1873, 
as well as the early years of Holly- 
wood as seen through the eyes of 
Harry Vincent, a screenwriter from 
wath, pho is persuaded 


“both types of frontiers, populated 
by the kind of people who are 
always drawn to such places — 
visionaries and ruthless, cutthroat 
entrepreneurs.” 

The story of the Cypress Hills 
massacre had been something that 
Vanderhaeghe had wanted to write 
about for some time, since it was 
“a part of my world.” It was also 
integral to Canadian history, since 
the massacre led to the formation 
of the North West Mounted Police 
and changed the way the Canadian 
West was developed. 

“It was an example of how the 
actions of a group of anonymous 
men influenced history,” said 
Vanderhaeghe. “In the American 
West settlers preceded the law, in 
Canada the law preceded settle- 
ment. It is also a really good 
story.” But he didn’t want to write 
it as a traditional western story. 

The book also incorporates 
Vanderhaeghe’s interest in film his- 
tory and the early days of the west- 
erns when people like Wyatt Earp 
and members of the original 
Dalton gang actually made movies.

with a much richer tapestry — not 
only of characters, but also in lan- 
guage — than his earlier books. 
“Prose always reflects the sub- 
ject,” said Vanderhaeghe. “This 
book is different from the plain 
style I’ve written before.

Iberta Ballet will begin its 31st 
season with distinction in pre- 
senting the Canadian premiére of 
Antony Tudor’s Echoing of Trum- 
pets. A Tudor piece is notoriously 
difficult to acquire: any company 
wishing to perform his work must be 
approved by the choreographer’s 
estate. It is to the credit of this young 
and talented company and their 
international reputation for innova- 
tive dance that they did gain the 
estate’s much sought after approval. 
Tudor is considered one of the 
foremost choreographers of the 
20th century. His ability to convey 
the subtleties of human relation- 
ships garnered him the title “play-

Stephen Livick’s Kali 
and Calcutta 


Edmonton Art Gallery 
Exhibits until Nov. 17 


Ithough Stephen Livick’s back- 

ground in documentary and 
commercial photography is recog- 
nizable, the series Calcutta is defi- 
nitely a personal exploration by a 
Western artist of another culture’s 
expressiveness. 

His work, exhibited at the 
Edmonton Art Gallery, was pro- 
duced over six visits to India bet- 
ween 1984 and 1991. Most of the 
prints document the various depic- 
tions of the goddess Kali and 
accompanying demons for the puja 
festival in Calcutta. Due in part to 
shallow space and close cropping, 
these bi-chromate prints are very 
confrontational: Livick seems to 
want to emphasize the aggressive 
and cannibalistic side of this god- 
dess of ion. 

The arliest works are silver 
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wright of the dance.” Most of his 
work deals with the psyc hology of 
human suffering portrayed 
through classical tec hnique with a 
contemporary tone. According to 
Alberta Ballet artistic director Ali 
Pourfarrokh, Echoing of T» rumpets 
is no exception. 


Anti-war message 


The piece, performed to the 
strains of Bohoflav Mantinu's

Before hitting the road this 
time, the band set up in a San 
Francisco area bar, with a 
capacity of around 75. They 
played three sets a night for 
about 15 shows.

complicated. But actually it’s a lot 
more work,” he said, referring to 
the technical tinkering needed to 
prompt the best sounds from a sitar 
or hurdy gurdy, or the even less 
recognized tamboura or sarod.

Labels are a bone of contention 
for Big Rude Jake, a band long 
plagued by a novelty act tag 
springing from an unconventional 
blending of swing, jazz, blues and 
rock with Jake's raw, poetic lyrics. 

“We say we're not a novelty act 
a lot. I look forward to the day 
when we can be a band recognized 
on (its) own merit ... No one asks 
Elvis Costello ‘What kind of music 
do you play?’ or Leonard Cohen or 
Tom Waits. People just accept the 
artist for who he or she is, without 
labels or preconceived notions. 
That, to me, is an important step 
towards becoming recognized as 
artists, at least in Canada.” 

That’s not to say the band hasn't 
made progress over its four-year 
existence. The suit-clad sextet’s 
1993 début Butane Fumes and 
Bad Cologne sold 5,000 copies 
without a distribution deal and 


Blue Pariah topped the indie 
charts after only three weeks on 
the street. The band’s current U.S. 
showcase, including dates with 
studio mates Big Sugar and Ashley 
MaclIsaac, finds Big Rude Jake in 
venues like Los Angeles’ 
(in)famous Viper Room. 
According to Jake, the group's 
growing popularity is due to the 
same musical melange that confus- 
es the major record labels, which 
have yet to latch on to the Big 
Rude concept. “When you're a 
three-dimensional band, you have 
something in there for anyone to 
listen to, so we’ve been able to 
play for a lot of different kinds of 
people ... Once we did a gig ina 
little suburb outside Winnipeg, in a 
place that was essentially a biker 
blues bar by night and a strip bar 
by day.

Ithough she’s not quite sure, Lisa Blauer seems 
almost certain a recent move to Edmonton 
played a big part in her return to music. 

Saturday, Oct. 24, City Media Club (6005 - 103 St.) 
hosts a CD release party for Shell, the début record- 
ing by Blauer, who goes by the name Lisa B. The CD 
reflects a recent return to music for the Montreal- 
born singer/songwriter; half the songs were written 
between 1984 and 1986, and the other half within the 
last couple of years. 

A “hiatus,” was Lisa’s simple explanation. 

What brought her back into writing, at least partly, 
was a move from Ottawa to Edmonton. Though the 
move came about through her job as a systems ana- 
lyst, Lisa has now left that job and taken up music 
full time. 

“I definitely was ready to record (after moving 


here). I had saved enough money and it’s cheaper to 
live in Edmonton (than Ottawa),” she said. “I can’t 
explain it, but Edmonton felt like a good place to 
record.” 

She chose one of her newer songs, Shell, for the 
CD's title track. It’s a song about people basing rela- 
tionships with others on what's on the outside, not 
the inside. 

“Whenever I’ve played (Shell), I've heard com- 
ments like ‘everybody should know the words to that 
song.’ I always, always get feedback on the song,” 
Lisa said, adding it’s not necessarily positive feed- 
back. 

But the CD’s cover imagery also points to an older 
song, J Don’t Want to do Laundry. That tune pos- 
sesses a great punchline, presenting Lisa’s other, 
humorous side. 

And probably the most original song on Shell, 
amidst the mainly acoustic folk of the rest of the CD, 
is J Am. It’s a chant with an almost native-Canadian 
feel. “I just picked up the guitar one day and started 
chanting, and I thought it was fun,” Lisa explained. 

On stage at the City Media Club, Lisa B will be 
joined by bassist Humberto Medieros, drummer age 
Arrison, and maybe some surprise guests.

1 bed been over two decades since the Edmonton 
Symphony Orchestra began something com- 
pletely different. When British rock group Procol 
Harem launched into Conquistador and record- 
ed what was to become a gold album with the

Scottish tenor John McDermott. 


ESO, the orchestra led where others soon would 
follow. 

“It just hadn't been done,” ESO conductor 
David Hoyt explained recently. “We were the 
first orchestra to make that kind of leap.” 

In bridging the gap between symphony 
orchestras, with their old-world association to 
classical music, and music revered bya 
younger crowd, the ESO was originally just 
trying to broaden its audience. symphonies 
(were) looking at their audiences getting 
older and thinking, ‘we better start attracting 
people who are not retired already,” Hoyt 
said. 

“When we first started out, we thought we 
were creating a new audience for our more 
serious music. But in fact, now we realize 
we're just filling a void or creating entertain- 
ment for the whole gamut of people in 
Edmonton. From young people, who are inter- 
ested in pop and rock, to older people who 
are still interested in Beethoven's sym- 
phonies.” 

Others around the world have since fol- 
lowed the ESO's lead. “Now it’s not that big a 
deal.” But the ESO still jumps to mind instant- 
ly when thinking of pop/rock/symphony col- 
laborations. And acts have returned to recre- 
ate the magic of their first go-rounds, as 
Procol Harem has and Lighthouse did last 
year. 

Hoyt says the versatility and expertise of 
ESO members plays a big part in the ensem- 
ble’s respect and acclaim. Performing with 
artists ranging through Ian Tyson, Tom Jones, 
Roberta Flack, Spirit of the West (who return 
Sunday, Dec. 1) and, on Tuesday, Oct. 29, a 
tag-team of Celtic fiddling sensation Ashley 
Maclsaac and tenor John McDermott, they 
have to be prepared for anything. 

“Partly through the ground-breaking work 
of the Edmonton Symphony, but partly just 
what’s happened to music in the last 2! i 
there's all this crossover stuff and everybody’s 
expected to know every kind of music.” 

Almost nothing surprises the conductor and 
his orchestra. “Usually if I get to see the music 
ahead of time, in score form, I can figure out 
what's going to happen. I don’t usually have 
any surprises, unless somebody skips a 
song or something.” 

“I guess I've been surprised by 
what some people put music 
to,” Hoyt admitted. “I 
don’t mean this in a bad 
way, but I’ve done s 
things like musical 
background to a 
magician’s act.

Canadians have figured in his 
career, Newspaper magnate Conrad 
Black helped finance Danny Boy 
and CBC Radio host Peter Gzowski 
got him on the air. 

“If Peter hadn't done what he did 
back in November of '93, I probably 
wouldn't be doing this.” 

MecDermott’s most recent album, 
Love Is A Voyage, is a departure of 
sorts. He sticks to the traditional 
songs that stand the test of time, but 
also ventures into more contempo- 
rary waters, recording the works of 
the Beatles, Murray McLauchlan, 
Ron Hynes and John Prine. His ver- 
sion of Prine’s Hello In There is as 
magical as the original. 

“When I met him,” McDermott 
said, of crossing paths with Prine, “I 
meant to say ‘I discovered your 
music a year ago,’ instead of sayi 
‘up until a year ago I'd never heard 
of you.” :

e live in an age of glorified 
realities.

It is carefully 
staged psycho dramas about events 
that fuelled the brutality in the lives 
of some of the most violent men in 
Canada. 

At a federal provincial release 
centre called the Stan Daniels 
Community Correctional Facility, a

Stars shine in arousing drama

ou won't nod off during Sleepers. 
The hard-hitting film is based on 
the autobiography of Lorenzo Car- 
caterra, a journalist who grew up in 
the dangerous streets of Hell’s 

Kitchen in New York. This is his 
¢ story about friendship, prison brutal 
ity, and revenge. Carcaterra and his 
three childhood friends are involved 
in a case of petty theft gone bad, 
when they lose control of a stolen 
hot-dog cart and seriously injure an 
innocent bystander. 

The four boys are sentenced to 
Wilkinson Home, a young offend- 
ers’ facility that sports the fagade 
of a great reform school but is, in 
fact, a setting for horrendous bru- 
tality. Kevin Bacon plays predatory 
prison guard Sean Nokes, who 
leads a quartet of guards who sys- 
tematically abuse, violate and tor- 
ture the four boys over a period of 
several months. 

The film then moves to the 


Rallying around the two men, 
Pitt and Patric, along with a Hell’s 
Kitehen crime lord, devise a 
scheme to expose the barbaric 
Wilkinson Home and to get their 
childhood friends set free. 

Director Levinson (who adapted 
the screenplay from Carcaterra’s 
book) crafts a tough-minded, emo- 
tional picture featuring a number 
of great performances. Kevin 
Bacon is utterly brilliant as the 
sadistic Nokes; the four child 
actors who play the friends-for-life 
are excellent, as are the stars who 
portray their grown-up counter- 
parts. 
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group of men wanted to do some- 
thing to offer insight into the pre- 
vention of violence and show they 
were not ‘write-offs.’ The first 
thought was to do a half-hour video 
and be done with it. 

Edmonton video director David 
Cunningham says, “It became 
apparent that would be just another 
rip-off for these guys who were 
already victims.” Thus Rage was 
conceived, shot and directed by a 
group of five federal category-one 
violent offenders. The four part 
project took three years to com- 
plete. 

This film is about injury to real 
people, but it doesn’t move quickly 
like Rocky. The ideas these men 
had to come to could not be hur- 
ried and the men who will be 
watching the film need to absorb 
painful material slowly. 

“As filmmakers we sometimes 
end up saying something that is not 
true because the relaying of the 
story can’t be done without repeti- 
tion,” says Cunningham. “The truth 
is not so simple. I let (the men) tell 
their stories in as unobstructed a 
way as possible. I just waited, and 
waited, and finally got what I knew 
was there.” 

What makes this film so unusual? 
For starters, it deals candidly with 
unpopular ideas. Women and chil- 
dren are most often seen as the vic- 
tims of violence and men are seen 
as the perpetrators. Rage looks at 
the ways these men have been vic- 
timized and brutalized, like their 
fathers before them, and their 
fathers before them. 


Dustin Hoffman is very effective 
as a burnt-out alcoholic defence 
lawyer assigned by the crime lord 
to defend the gang members; 
Robert DeNiro is impressive as a 
priest who must break his vows in 
order to protect the four boys he 
loves like his own sons. 

Critics have challenged Carca- 
terra’s memoir as being contrived 
and self-serving. Despite any his- 
torical inaccuracies the story may 
contain, Sleepers is a powerful and 
compelling drama with outstand- 
ing performances and superlative 
direction. Highly recommended.

This is a film intended for correc- 
tions and counselling, but there is 
something frighteningly ‘boy next 
door’ about it.

But not if it was still 
written and directed by Fina Torres. 
Torres herself made the move 
from Caracas to Paris in 1972 to 
study film. Her first feature was the 
award-winning Oriana. Ana, the 
heroine of Celestial Clockwork, is 
also a young Venezuelan woman 
who has moved to gay Paree. 


In this case, however, it’s an 
opera career that she’s after. C’mon, 
it'd be cheating if it was too autobio- 
graphical! Ana immediately moves 
in with some Latina acquaintances, 
and gets to know some of her neigh- 
bors.

ou know you're in for a rough 

two hours when the film opens 
with a funeral. Sure enough, Secrets 
& Lies is as harrowing a slice of life 
as any you'll ever see. 

Don’t look for Hollywood-style 
action here; director Mike Leigh 
takes his time unfolding the story 
and revealing his characters. Nor is 
this a pretty film. Secrets & Lies is 
about reality, not entertainment. 

There’s pain a-plenty in this 
Eugene O’Neill-style family drama 
about an adopted woman who sets 
out to find her birth mother. What 
black optometrist Hortense (Mari- 
anne Jean-Baptiste) cannot possi- 
bly imagine or anticipate is that her 
mother might be working-class and

white. “This is a very traumatic 
journey we’re embarking on and 
there may be other people's feel- 
ings to consider,” says the adoption 
worker to Hortense in the under- 
statement of the year. 

The dreary isolation of these 
characters is made painfully obvi- 
ous throughout the film. Nothing is 
rushed, and every alcoholic tear, 
bitterly curled sneer, and painful 
heartbreak is placed nakedly in 
front of the audience. Two hours of 
this can be not only depressing, but 
downright harsh. 

But the payoff in plot and in emo- 
tion is enormous. The scene in the 
tea shop when Hortense and her 
mother, played magnificently by 
Brenda Blethyn, finally meet is 
absolutely tremendous. 

Secrets & Lies can sometimes 
seem ridiculously overwrought. But 
stick with it. The winner of Palme 
d’Or at Cannes this year, it’s an 
amazing film. It’s so true to life it 
transcends the silver screen.

omething troubles me about the 

Phoenix production of Angels in 
America: Millennium Approaches. 
In itself, I suppose, that’s a good 
thing. Powerful theatre is meant to 
disturb, to call into question beliefs. 

But there is something vaguely 
unsettling about this play, herald- 
ed as the definitive new theatre of 
our age. I wonder (and God, the 
theatre community and all associ- 
ated Angels may strike me dead 
for daring to contemplate) just 
how good this play actually is. 
Saying that, I must confess, I’ve 
only seen the first half, and while it 
has the makings of a good play, it 
is less than brilliant on its own. 

New York playwright Tony 
Kushner has penned a seven-hour 
epic which, at its root, illuminates 
the crumbling mores of late 20th 
century society. By mores, I cer- 
tainly don’t mean, in the words of 
the playwright, the “lamentably 
stupid” concerns of the seething 
conservative right vis a vis blatant 
homosexuality, and family values. 
Kushner halves his play and, in 
Part One, playing heavily on apoc- 
alyptic fears, sets his work side by 
side, claiming each play is com- 
plete in itself. This is simply untrue 
(although it’s a clever marketing 
scheme, since you can’t honestly 
see Part One without needing to 
see Part Two). 

In my mind, that’s the fatal flaw 
of Angels Part One. While I agree 
few would care to sit through a 
seven-hour show, I find Part One 
as stand-alone theatre totally insuf- 
ficient. Much of the show occupies 
itself with set-up: an introduction 
of individuals caught in personal 
crises amid the teetering pillars of 
past principals. 

Joseph (Joe-Norman Shaw), a 
married Republican Mormon law- 
yer, realizes he’s gay. His valium- 
zonked wife, in a less-than-sub- 
stantial performance by Patricia 
Casey, retreats into la-la land as a 
means of self-preservation. Trevor 
Schmidt’s Louis, betraying the 
only love in his life, is caught on a 
treadmill of guilt and self-loathing 
while Prior, (Harvey Anderson) is 
a ora rg

the Angel are psychically fixed in 
the Judaic prophesies of Isaiah 
and the Christian Revelations. 

It is, however, still a part play. 
Inherent in the set-up and fine 
work by the Phoenix team, we see 
a work that is complex, deep and 
broad reaching in its exploration 
of politics, sexuality, organized 
religion, spirituality, corruption, 

























justice, betrayal and truth. But it 
offers no resolution, no redemp- 
tion, no answer. If it prepares us 
for the great message, the message 
will have to be received elsewhere. 

In our case, we don’t have to 
wait long. Angels Part Two plays 
at the Citadel in upcoming weeks. 
Angels Part One is, irritatingly, to 
be continued. e

Travels lacks life

t's a conundrum. Was it that sec- 

ond night phenomena after the 
adrenalin rush of opening or was 
Travels With My Aunt, the latest 
from the Citadel, rather flat? 

Given that it’s written by British 
author Graham Greene, is per- 
formed by a fine cast including 
Eric Peterson (best known as 
Street Legal’s Leon Rabinovitch), 
local favorites Richard Gishler, 
Julien Arnold, Ryan Luhning and 
directed by Stephen Heatley, I'll go 
for second night lethargy. 

The eternally single Henry Pull- 
ing lives a retired and retiring life 
centred around his dahlias. Enter 
Aunt Augusta: a woman whose 
appetite for living is surpassed 
only by her devotion for shady 
characters who involve her in 
international intrigue. 

The tale has enough twists, 
turns and exciting locales to keep 
audience interest but, for a story 
about living life to the fullest, the 
characters and their actions lack 
passion. 

The four actors play 25 charac- 
ters between the, and Henry Pull- 
ing at various times. Their differ- 
ences in physicality and accent are 
of little concern but suggest all 
men have the narrow Henry 
Pulling within them and are in 
need of an Aunt Augusta to pull 
them up by the bootstraps. 

Peterson's Aunt Augusta is a 
marvel of imagination. Though 
each actor wears identical ivory 
suits, you can see Aunt Augusta’s 
heavy silk gown and smell her per- 
fume by Peterson’s subtle charac- 
terization. And Gishler’s ironic 

- comic timing offered up one of the 
few truly hearty laughs of the 
evening. His Tooley, the mod free 
spit with a penchant for sane 





gags like phones hidden in topiary 
bushes, and a dinky little plane 
indicating travel. 

Except for two bits of enlivening 
physical comedy in the first act, 
the play only gels in the second act 
leaving me with the feeling openi- 
ing night would have been a better

Citadel tickets, every night should

Real men read comics 


New one-man play explores masculine myths

“qr ‘em hell, Ed.” Words of 
wisdom from a Safeway 
Superman with bad breath and a 
dirty trench coat. Not exactly the 
manly advice you would expect 
from a superhero, but then the 
heroes of Christopher Craddock’s 
one-man show are not your regular, 
everyday icons. They're your regular 
everyday guys. 

The real hero of SuperEd is of 
course Ed himself, an 18-year-old 
kid who studies the pages of 
comic books for examples of ideal 
masculinity. Young Ed concludes 
comic superheroes are superior to 
any others, including those from 
so-called real life. Ed must deal 
with stepfather Carl, a lecherous, 
door-to-door evangelist on the 
lookout for Ed’s salvation. 

Ed’s brother gives a speech on 
the rituals of manhood: driving, 
fighting, sex, and body hair. 
“Being free; that's one of the first 
things about being a guy,” he tells 
Ed. But later, this same brother 
announces, “Being a man sucks. 
You’re born into a system of 
oppression.” Ed discovers life to 
be much more ambiguous than 
comic book morality suggests.

It’s a bird, it’s a plane. No, 
it’s Chris Craddock’s SuperEd 


dock, who was seen most recently 
in the Fringe's Red King’s Dream 
and as MacHeath in The 
Threepenny Opera, SuperEd is a 
witty showcase for Craddock's 
talents. Craddock moves effort- 
lessly from portraying the wistful, 
confused Ed, to a pompous, 
pedantic high school teacher, to a 
pot-smoking set of university-age, 
arm chair philosophers. Stephen 
Pirot, who helped Craddock to 
develop SuperEd, directs the 
show. The spartan stage features 
only a chair, a few comic books, a 
basketball, and a trouble light 
dangling from a wire. Craddock 





uses the light to represent every- 
thing from a telephone to the radi- 
ant face of God. Andy Northrop’s 
atmospheric soundscapes, like the 
trouble light, function almost as 
secondary characters. 

If themes were superheroes, 
they would be called The Meaning 
of Manhood, The Quest for 
Immortality, The Pain of Growing 
Up. And they all seem to be flex- 
ing their muscles in Craddock's 
script. But do we need another 
hero? When the big questions lie | 
below the surface, they come 
across most effectively, not when 
they are confronted head-on. For 
instance, Ed's meditation on the 
types of figures we usually lionize 
— celebrities, soldiers, princes, | 
politicians — is effective because | 
it does not try too hard to make a 
point. Near the end, however, the | 
message becomes too obvious, as 
Ed’s older brother delivers a| 
speech about why it's OK to be a 
man, marking the ending of 
SuperEd with a sentimentality the | 
rest of the play does not warrant. 
The ‘meaning’ is not subtle | 
enough here. When it comes to 
theme, the strong silent type usu- 
ally delivers. = 

SuperEd is tight and fast-paced, 
with clever reflections on modern 
advertising, Superman’s flat 
crotch, and 911. The story-line 
takes a back seat to Craddock’s 
energy and changeability; two 
essential qualities in any super- 
hero. e
